Thank you very much for your cable of October 19 concerning 
our negotiating position which the President has seen. We 
greatly appreciate your thoughts in his message.

I recently saw Ellsworth Bunker on his way to home leave. 

He felt the situation was progressing favorably although -- as 
all of us know -- many problems remain. 

Some pressures are beginning to build here for the removal of 
"Thieu-Ky-Khiem, 11 which the other side continues to push. We 
are already seeing advertisements asking how many more 
American soldiers should die just to keep these three men in 
office. 


We must counter this, here and in Paris. Perhaps we can use 
the plenary session statements to stress the absurdity of the 
proposition that it only concerns three individuals. I would 
welcome your thoughts on how to handle this and on how to focus 
discussions on other issues.
